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AGREEMENT IN MEXICO. 

The Mexican government has responded to 
the land seizure overtures of Secretary of State 
Hull in a manner which promises to remove 
the most serious obstacle to co-operation of 
American nations in the mutual development of 
the western hemisphere. 

An agreement “on general lines” has been 
reached between Mexican “Ambassador Fran- 
cisco Najera and Undersecretary of State Sum- 
ner Welles—the Latin-American expert of the 
State Department. This comes after long months 
of negotiation in which the goal seemed im- 
possible of achievement because of widely sep- 
arated viewpoint. However, it is now entirely 
probable both governments will accept the basis 
now established. It may be expected that groups 
in this country and in Mexico will oppose the 
principles of the settlement from opposite 
points of view, but in general there will be re- 
lief that a ticklish situation has been alleviated. 
Secretary Hull has said unequivocally that the 
United States will not attempt to enforce unfair 
claims, has conceded Mexico's right to ex- 
propriate, but has insisted upon “compensation 
representing fair, assurred and effective value.” 

Involved in the negotiations is the seizure of 
about $10,000,000 worth of land owned by Amer- 


icans. Much of the expropriation dates back 


20 years, during which no payment has been 


made for the reason that Mexico has not had 
the money unless that money were to be taken 
from necessary government expenditures. Pay- 
ment can come only from increased trade and 
in large measure this increased trade depends 
upon the goodwill of the United States. This 
last then presupposes a settlement also of the 
oil expropriation decrees, the basis for which 
has probably been laid in the “general lines” of 
the land discussions. 

But back of expropriation and diplomatic 
discussion and principles of international law 
lies the broad pattern upon which can be con- 
structed in this hemisphere a new world. Back 
of expropriation lie long years of a compara- 
tively bloodless revolution which must not be 
confused with the itinerant uprising of the 
rabble-rousers. It is a social revolution aimed 
at breaking the bonds of colonialism and feud- 
alism and the exporting of national wealth. 
With this the south is familiar. 

The land expropriations, for instance, have 
not been restricted to the property of foreigners. 
The great feudal haciendas dating back to the 
Spanish conqucst have been broken up and an 
attempt made to mold responsible land owners 
from a people that for hundreds of years has 
known little responsibility. The task is fright- 
ening, and has failed in many cases. It cannot 
succeed without education and an opportunity 
for development through the means now more 
or jess commonplace in the United States. 


Seventy per cent of the population, it has been 
estimated, constitute a backward, uneducated 
and plague-burdened class. On the other hand, 
they constitute at the same time a vast poten- 
tial market which the United States must de- 
velop if it is to build this continent away from 
the strangling ideologies of Europe. It is an 
opportunity that challenges the imagination 
and the brains of the race which has builded 
America. 

The alternative to this participation in de- 
velopment along equitable lines is a continua- 
tion of expropriation and tense relations. A 
continuation of expropriation means, in the 
final anaiysis, Communism or Fascism. The 
choice 1s clear: co-operation and mutual de- 
velopment or enmity and principles of govern- 
ment which can only be abhorrent to every 
American. The first will require some sacrifices 
on the part of the United States, but the pos- 
sible dividends are enormous.

RFC FINANCING 


A question more and more freqyently asked 
has been in connection with the financing of 
utility construction through the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation rather than through 
the usual channels of open market sales and 
private sources. 

This has arisen from the fact that utilities 
in recent years, with few minor exceptions, 
have financed capital expenditures through 
bond issues. For many of these companies the 
ratio of bonds to total capitalization has 
reached or approached the point where no 
more could be issued prudently under first 
mortgage contracts. At the same time the gen- 
eral condition of the securities markets and 
the political position of the utilities as a group 
have discouraged equity financing. 

Under such conditions the government must 
undertake a part of the financing through the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation. The loans 
do not constitute mortgage debt, but are made 
in the form of preferred stock or debentures 
convertible into stock at a time when the mar- 
ket is “right.” ‘Ilhis procedure might be term- 
ed analogous to farm purchases that remove 
Surpiuses from the open market, although in 
this operation there is not the factor of low- 
ered prices resulting trom excess supply. 

-It has been authoritatively estimated that 
new capital expenditures for peacetime require- 
ments will run at a rate of not less than $1,500,- 
000,000 a year for the next ten years. Much of 
this sum is required to pick up a lag in con- 
Struction occurring during depression years. 
The industry from 1918 to 1930 enjoyed a 10 
per cent per year growth, doubling about every 
seven years. Despite the depression, output 
increased 30 per cent from 1930 to 1937, so that 
today it is estimated that 1,000,000 kilowatts 
of additional capacity will be required for nor- 
mal peacetime needs by 1940, and an addition- 
al 5,000,000 kilowatt capacity is necessary to 
meet maximum defense needs. 

Undoubtedly the market for utilities flota- 
tions will widen quickly once this program is 
under way and the financing operations of the 
RFC no longer necessary. For the moment, 
however, the government must provide the im- 
petus for the construction work, a large part of 
which is necessary for the defense program of 
the nation. 


SCIENCE CAME LATE 

The death of John W. Deering, 29-year-old 
murderer, before a firing squad last Monday 
morning in the Utah state prison, was one of 
the most thought-provoking incidents of the 
week. 

He died before a firing squad; he wanted to 
die; he confessed his life had been useless; he 
left his body to science; he kept up his bravado 
until the end. Surely, this man was worthy of 
being remembered. 

One of the first things to.come to mind, 
however, is the thought it was a pity science 
could not have begun on the murderer at the 
beginning of his life instead of at its conclu- 
Sion. As he lived in the manner he did, pos- 
sibly it was best he should have died. Yet. the 
real tragedy was that he could not have been 
a useful citizen. 

No responsible scientists, apparently, ever 
took any interest in him while he was alive. 
But in his death, he gave both his physical 
heart and his eyes—and possibly other por- 
tions of his body—to the world. While his life 
was apparently useless, his death was not in 
Valn. 

Deering, who seemed to take a rather sar- 
donic pleasure in contemplating his death, was 
not by any standards a senseless man, judging 
by statements he made to reporters before he 
made the long, last walk. Life, he declared, 
had meant little to him, since he had enjoyed 
only a few brief periods of happiness since his 
life of crime began as a youth. 

“I'm not a tough guy and I’m not going out 
with any hate for society or the law,” he said, 
again and again. “I’m just disgusted with my 
life and I realize execution is the best way out.” 

When he spoke those words, he showed a 
contrite spirit that would possibly have led 
him on to better things. Yet there was no go- 
ing back to begin anew, for he had murdered 
aman. And by the time he came to a realiza- 
tion of his way of life, the habit forms of his 
mind had become set. It was too late for 
Science to reclaim him, but from his life science 
should learn a lesson. 

Is it better to have a criminal dead, al- 
though his heart and eyes are used beneficial- 
ly, than it is for him to give’ a decent life to 
the world? Jesus and all the prophets, and 
all the sensible men of all the ages, would an- 
Sswer that question negatively.

THE ROOSEVELT PSYCHOSIS! Last week I was talking 


with one of the most sut- 
cessful psychiatrists in the east. The conversation, as a matter of 
fact, was held in New York. 

“I'm working on a case that isn’t as unusual as it will sound 
to you,” he said. 

“What is it?” 

“The case of‘a man with a Roosevelt psychosis. The psychiatrists 
already have come to believe that is a definite psychosis. Just as 
definite as any of the other which commonly contribute to mental 
aberrations and genera! unbalance. 

“This man was, and is, wealthy. He began to hate Roosevelt. 
When they brought him to me he was too dangerous, despite his age, 
to be kept at home, even in the charge of a male nurse. | put him 
in an institution. It was necessary to keep him there, with daily 
treatments, of course, until just a few days ago. He's all right now. 
He’s about cured. He can talk about it rationally.” 

I commented that it was an extremely odd case. 

“It is,” he said. “As a matter of fact, no one knows much about 
what goes on in the mind. This patient tells me that he knew when 
it began to change. He started out reading the papers. Every article 
he saw about Roosevelt made him angry. After a while he began 
to want to be more angry. He tells me now that he realises he 
even began to hunt for more articles; to buy more papers. Ihe 
hate became an obsession with him. It went on in this manner 
until he became a very dangerous person, even to his family and 
friends, and had to be confined in an institution for treatment.” 


THE TREATMENT—AND WARNING 


I suggested. 

“I was never more serious or more truthful in my life,” he said. 

“How did you cure him?’ 

“A psychiatrist is never sure how he accomplishes anything. 
First he must obtain the confidence of the patient. He must make 
the patient like him and he can do that only by really liking the 
patient. The patient always knows. 

“{ had this man read other things. I read to him. I took him, 
after he became better, on walks and taught him the names of 
trees and birds. | let him see no papers and only books of poetry. 
He began to get better. Then | talked to him of Roosevelt. | pointed 
out the good things he had done: that even if mistakes had been 
made he and Roosevelt were both men of past middle age. That it 
was undignified for him to let his anger appear in his manners. He 
was a man of good family and one which places much pride in its 
line of ancestry. 1 appealed to his pride. He’s about all right.” 

He paused and meditated for a moment. 

“If you have any friends who have money and who hate Roosee 
velt, advise them to quit it. 1 actually believe there have been 
people who, unlike my patient, simply let their hate go into ine 
creased blood pressure, excite their heart, got thgir ductless glands 
to pumping excess secretions into the blood and all that sort of 
thing. I wouldn't be surprised if quite a few of them haven't had 
strokes which directly are traceable to the Roosevelt psychosis, 
You tell any of the haters you know, especially if they are 50 of 
more years old, to take it easy, watch their blood pressures and not 
to take too much exercise. Tel! them to read their Bibles, especially 
that verse which says, ‘Even this shall pass away.’ 

“Well, if I find any haters, I'll tel] them.” 

“There is just one thing that worries me about my patient,” he 
Said. 

“What's that?” 

“He is interested in Dewey and if Lehman wins I may have him 
right back on my hands. It's bad business to hate so much you get 
balmy. Don't hate people. It hardens the arteries and does things 
to the mind.”

Focusing the mind is somewhat like focusing the eyes. When 
it is pulled away from one interest, there is a moment of mental 
blindness before it is fixed on another. And when it has been 
focused on one matter for a long time, it seems to rebel against 
change.

Let us suppose you are doing your utmost, in the midst of hard 
times, to maintain the solvency of a merchandising business. You 
think of nothing else. You eat lunch at your desk. You quit re- 
luctantly at midnight. Your mind is completely wrapped up in your 
job. 

Meanwhile, a number of worthless citizens co-operate in estab- 
lishing a new racket. For a certain monthly payment, they offer 
to “protect” business houses—meaning that any merchant who re- 
fuses to pay will find his store windows broken and smoke bombs 
exploded in his store. 


The racketeers are ignored by the police, and therefore obvious- — 


ly protected by the city government. 

When this matter is first brought to your attention, you angrily 
brush it aside. You have no time for such foolishness. Your busi- 
ness needs all of your attention. 

But eventually you realize that your business can’t prosper until 
the racketeers are disposed of.

E. S. Fuller, Savannah attor- 
ney opposing Governor Rivers, 
said Gillis’ statement was ‘ 
out right or authority.” 


The controversy created the ma- 


jor ripple on the usually quiet 
election sea on which Democratic 
candidates are accustomed to sail 
to victory in the general elections. 

The Republican party has no 
statewide candidates this year. 

Rivers’ third opponent is Alex- 
ander Stephens Mitchell, of Yates- 
ville, a cotton buyer and fertilizer 
dealer. 

In the fifth (Atlanta) district 
congressional race, Representative 
Robert Ramspeck is opposed by 
Henry A. Alexander, Atlanta law- 
yer, running as an independent, 
whose campaign speeches have 
voiced opposition to “one-man 
rule.” 

Other Atlantans whose names 
appear on ballots include Prohibi- 
tionist Thomas G. Lewis, attor- 
ney, opposing Attorney General M.
